M, iisth Infantry, 28^1 Division, sou 
of Harry Long, Gettysburg Battle- 
field Guide, made an address at the 
demobilization services at the Augs- 
burg Lutheran Church, Harrisburg, 
of which Rev. A. M. Stamcts is the 
pastor, on last Sundaj' evening and 
said in part: 


''The American troops arrived on 


the field of battle just in time to 
save Paris from the Hun. and in 
stemming the tide of the German on- 
slaught they not only saved Paris 
but France and the whole world as 
•well. If America had not been ready 
to strike when she did the Germans 
would

country to-day."

Fighting at the Marne. 


"From Calais we moved on up to 


within fifteen kilometers of Paris and 
shortly after our arrival there, dur- 
ing the first week in July we were 
sent to the front to re-inforce some 
regiments of French troops. 


"It was on our way up to the front 


that we saw a great deal of the in- 
tense suffering that the people of 
France 
underwent. We 
met hun- 


dreds and hundreds of French peas- 
ants coming from the war-torn sec- 
tions seeking a place to live in safety 
behind the danger zone. The homes 
of almost all of these people had 
been totally destroyed. Some 
who 


were fortunate moved all their g-ood- 
in a cart drawn by an ox: other* 
carried all that they owned in the 
world on their backs. 


"It was in the second battle of the 


Marne that our men got their first 
baptism of fire and it was in tin's 
battle also that they gained much of 
their fame. In the second battle of 
the Marne at least thirty German di- 
visions were completely annihilated. 


"There we experienced all manner 


of hardships. 
For eight days and 


nights we lay in the trenches. Food 
was 
receiveii once in 
twenty-four 


hours.

Pump- 
kin pie is after all a custard In which 
the pumpkin pulp predominates, there- 
fore belongs by right in the spring 
and summer.

forever suppress the liquor traffic on 
American soil.

100 
members—fifty-two 


Democrats and forty-eight Republi- 
cans—refused to support it. Against 
this even hundred, the Prohibition- 
ists, putting up a solid front to the 
very last, polled 287 votes. 


A broad smile spread over the 


faces of the Prohibition leaders, for 
their work in the House was ended 
and the measure was ready for the 
Senate.

Law in Force to Trace Stolen Autos. 


State Highway Commissioner Sad-

a medal is suspended. In this case 
they prabably will be attached to the 
Victory Med'al. which indicates that 
the nearer participated as a combat- 
ant in one of the Allied armies.

Food for Thought. 


Examination by Prof. Oliver M. 


Washbum of six coins discovered in 
a canyon of the foothills back of 
Berkeley. Cal.. and described by him 
as being of undoubted autiquity, has 
Btimulared

belief of archeolo- 


gists that the ruins of an ancient city 
exist in that locality. Antiquarians of 
the University of California, where 
Professor Washburn is assistant in the

Mauretania—that carried vast cargoes 
and had a gymnasium, bath, lounge 
and gardens aboard, was described 
by Prof. W. S. Ferguson of Harvard In 
a lecture on Greek economic develop- 
ment. 


Professor Ferguson said It was of 


the three-deck type, with 20 banks of 
oars, that required one whole year In 
building, and which was manned by 
a crew of 300 sailors, together with 
600 marines. 


In Its hold It would carry 110,000 


bushels of wheat, wool, thousands of 
Jars of salt fish and other foodsrnffs. 
Its cabins were decorated with elab- 
orate mosaics, one set of them pictur- 
ing all of the Iliad. 


Its chambers included a gymnasium, 


a lounge with a "book shelf," a bath 
provided with 50 gallons of water, 
stalls for horses, "gardens" or con- 
servatories, and. In addition to all 
tbese luxuries and necessities, it had 
equipment and engines of defense 
which gave it the character almost of 
a ship of war.
